Our mission as a college is very broad and ranges from 
providing GED instruction to preparing our students to 
transfer to a university. Additionally, our career, technical, 
and workforce education program instructors work very hard 
to prepare our students to enter the world of work. With 
those goals in mind, we have several new programs at Co-Lin 
this year that I am very excited about and I believe will have 
a positive impact on the communities we serve. 

First, Co-Lin’s Mississippi Integrated Basic Education and 
Skills Training or MI-BEST program is an extension of a 
program we piloted at Co-Lin three years ago. MI-BEST 
integrates adult basic education and high school equivalency 
attainment with career and technical training. Participants 
have opportunities to earn the credentials they need for a 
career and are able to transition into the workforce at a much 
faster rate. 

Our first MI-BEST class this fall included 30 participants 
and our initial results have been very positive. The retention 
rate of these students is excellent and several of the students 
have already completed their GED and are progressing 
toward getting a certification or diploma in one of five career 
and technical programs. 

We also have several other career and technical programs 
that have seen significant upgrades in equipment as a result of 
federal, state and foundation grants. In the past five years we 
have invested almost $2 million in new training equipment. 
Sources of funding have included the Kellogg Foundation, 
Department of Labor TAACCCT funds, and Mississippi 
Workforce grants. These funds have allowed us to purchase a 
new commercial truck driving truck, upgrade new computer 
labs, and purchase state of the art tools and equipment in

auto mechanics, precision machining. 

In summary, Co-Lin’s mission to improve our community 
workforce is very important and is supported by a dedicated 
group of instructors that rarely get the recognition they 
deserve. Most importantly, the efforts of our Career, 
Technical and Workforce Division will impact the future of 
our students in a very positive way for many years. That is
